where the dragons are sure to go to the 
wall and the villa‘ns are certain to come to 
gtief—stretches out before the imagination. 
It is the wizard-touch of genius. It holds 
the relation to practical politics which fic- 
tion holds to common life. In truth, it 
has its uses. It pours into our public res- 
ervoir a purifying stream just as the crea- 
tions of poetry and romance pour inio our 
morel and spiritual nature a flood of 
gracious and ennobhng light, disclosing to 
us many things which nothing else could 
roc ch and show us. 

Cart Scuunz is a poet-statesman, 80 to 
say; and this is to say of him that, like 
Dickens, like Tennyson, like AUERBACH, 
he is by mo means a dreamer, but an actual 
power in the land. We do not mean to 
discredit his solid abilities. Give him an 
area over which the influence of one man's 
mind and effor. will not be too much 
sirctched and flattened—give him a field 
where his personal efforts will not be out- 
run by his inspiration, which needs must 
be greater than it is possible for his physi- 
cal exertions to be—give him, in a word, 
constant and direct access to the people to 
be moved, and he will present, as he has 
done in Missouri, the most encouraging 
examples of a realistic sort. But it is 
given to no man to be a worker of univer- 
sal effects. There is a limit set to human 
capacity. In Germany the work of GorTHe 
was a revolutionizing substance; elsewhere 
it is as a grand and exquisite work of art. 
In England laws were advanced by 
CARI TY Dic «ns, but in America, recog- 
nizing the achievements of the moralist, 
we are chiefly dazzled and delighted by 
his eloquence. In Missouri Cart Scnunz 
has wrought a revolution; and we are ready 
to believe that he has subjected the good 
people of that State so thoroughly to his 
own strong, ardent and elevating spirit 
that they are equal to the work - a day de- 
tails of the reforms proposed by him. 

But we have not this confidence in the 
people at large. When we look abroad 
over this vast new country; when we see 
parties, corporations and rings dividing 
the people into classes, regularly labelled 
and held fast by fer, or hate, or greed; 
when we see bayonets and money deployed 
skillfully and unscrupulously by corrupt 
leaders; when we see in universal suffrage 
the eng:nery of vicious demagogues; 
when we see the weak and timid solaced 
into security by one device after another, 
or scared into silence by power; waen we 
find one sect and one section quite aa brutal 
end selfish, each in its way, as its contest- 
ant for spoils; when we see able men, like 
Mr. STEPHENS, gone mad about a theory, 
and becoming the best instruments of the 
very despotism they think they are fight- 
ing; when we see an ardent lover of lib- 
erty and an ardent hater of corruption, 
like Mr. GreE.ey, driven by force to sup- 
port that which is surely loosening all our 
old free fastenings; when we see enlight- 
ened and patriotic men, like HARLA& and 
Sr, not only clinging to the a 
oligarchy, but in a manner compelled to 
stick to it, and perfectly honest in their

If we consider now the fearfully large 
number of French civilians that have besn 
killed during the war, either in direct eonflle: 
with the Germans, defending their invaded 
homes, or shot by them for some offense or 
other against the mar.ial law they hei im- 

posed, that have been killed during the 
Sit rotor of foitified places, or suc- 
cumbed to the fatalities of war in some 
way or other, we are sure'y moderate if 
we esiimate the total loss of France in 
killed during the last war at a hundred 
thous: ad sou!s, 

But why isthe Freneh loss so incompar- 


ably much greater than the German? Why 


do the Germans figure their loss in killed 
down to about twenty thousand men, 
while the French count their own at more 
than four times that number? This would 
seem strange at firs. sight, but if we look 
a little closer into the mater it is readily 
explaine2?. In the first plane the 
Germars were t most always the vic- 
tors, and the frorted generally sufcr 
most severely, as so many of them 
perish during the pursait. Then the 
wounded of ‘both armies fe’l into 
the hands of the Germans, and, hcwever 
generously a per on may be inctined, it is 
no more than naiural that your own 
r should be cared for best. Tals 


ritory, but at the inat'gation of the French 
this permission was not ere: Nettle 
at this act of the the 
Germans attended to the French wounded 
on, after every German wis “disposed of. 
In consequence of this netlect, combined 
with a natural depression of spirits among 
the French, the proportion of deaths 
among them was immensely greater than 
among those of the Germans, purticularly 
as they were for the most part 
infected with constitutional. disea es, 
if we are to believe the German 
Surgeons. The discipline in regard 
to morals has always been so lax in 
me French regular army that it has; at all 
times, been famous for its dise ses, and 
this had, undoabtedly, a great e“ect on the 
terrible mortality among its wounded. 
Besides this the sickness of the Freach 
troops was much gre.t?r than in the Ger- 
man army. The commissary depart neat 
is as excellent 6 any other part of thelr | 
military system, and the Germans, pro- 
| vided with good Hod, clothing and medi- 
eines, remained in an excellent state of 
health: But the commissary department 
of the French wus, on the contrary, even 
worse than the generalship of their lead- 
ers, and must, undoubtedly, have exer- 
cised a pernicious influence on the health 
of the raw recruits that formed her armies 
m the last months of the war. If we con- 
sider all these circumstances the discrep: 
ancy in the German and French losses 
loses much of its surprising character.

He threatened to burn, kill, and destroy his en- 
emies and everything that belonged to them. 
Being a desperate man they believed he would 
oxecute his threats. and made preparation for the 


Among the witnesses were two young men 
named Een. and Joe. North living five miles from 
Warsaw. Gridley went to their house on 
Friday, drew a pistol, and commenced 
shoot at Ben., the older brother, with- 
out apy warning whatever. The latter gota 
ptstol also as quickly as be could, but before 
firing a shot his adversary had gone. 

Gridley went back to Warsaw,and on Saturday 
morning took his stand in front of Mr. Brown's 
hotel. In a short while Ben. and Joe. North 
came walking down the street, one of them 
armed with a double-barreled shotgun and 
the other with pistols, Gridley ran | 
into the boteland then up stairs. Mr. Brown 
came out and endeavored to prevent the two 
Norths from entering the house. The three 
stoed at thedoor step talking. and while there, 
Gridley came to the second-story window imme- 
diately over bead, raised the sash. and fired his 
pistol at Joe. North. The ball entered the right 
breast, penetrated downward and lodged in the 
liver. He fell to the ground mortally wounded. 
Physicians were sent for immediately, 
but when last heard from they had 
failed to extract the ball. The patient was sink- 
ing rapid) and was without any hope of recov- 


“Bridley, after firing the pistol, deliberately 
went to the opposite window and. leaped to the 
ground below. He ran to the house of Mr. 
Kean, a short distance away, and covered him- 
self up ina bed in the third story. The news 
spread over the town in a few minutes, and a 
great many citizens went immediately to arrest 
Gridley. He surrendered on the condition that 
he should be carried safely to jail. The crowd 
was greatly exasperated, but quietly acquiesced 
in the negotiation. He was locked in one of the 
ceils, and his wife and little baby, nine months 
old, went in with him for company. 

The prisoner was now forgotten for awhile, 
and public attention was directed to the wounded 
North, whose sufferings were intense. He was a 
young man of promise and Social standing. 
Friends gatbered around his bedside, and 
watched his life ebbiuag. Cries of revenge were 
uttered even in the sick room, and men were 
me ver so willing. 

In the meanwhile Judge Abbett, fearing the 
worst, went down in the neighborhood of the 
Norths and endeavored to dissuade the people 
from their purpose. He stated that the law, 
under the direction of the court, would accom- 
plish the ends of justice, but hie remarks had no 
effect. Eequire McHadden, a very popular gen- 
tleman, was with him, They started 
back to the town, intending to put a 
strong guard around the jail. Before reaching 
the town limits, the citizens, frantic with rage, 
had overtaken them, and were going on in the 
direction of the jail. Jodge Abbett endeavored 
to halt the crowd and address them, but they re- 
fused to hear him, and even arrested him. 

The lynchers entered the town about twe 
o'clock Monday morning, and stationed pickets 
out on all the streets. The citizens inside their 
lines who were known to be opposed to the 
work about to be done, were sent beyond the 
pickets. Every precaution was taken to 
prevent a surprise and rescue. The 
men composing the mob were not masked 
or disguised in any way, and are sup 
posed to be the same ones who compose the pro- 
tective organization menticned above, though 
Jndge Abbett says that he did not recegnize a 
single face in the crowd. The men went to the 
jaller's house very orderly and quietly, and de- 
manded the keys of the prison. The jailer 
himself was not in, and his wife replied that he 
had taken the keys away with him. Siedge- 
hammers and crowbars, and various other in- 
struments were immediately procured with 
which to force an entrance to the prisoner's cell. 
The iron door was first attacked, but proved to 
beimpregnable. The workmen then commenced 
to pick the brick from the wall, and very soon 
made an opening direct te the cell containing 
Gridiéy. An iron lattice-work was inside the 
wall, and also had to be broken through. This. 
however, was found to be impregnable. It could 
neither be cut nor broken. Blow after biqw was 
hurled against it, but all to no purpose. 

Behind the tattice-work stood Gridley, brave 
and defiant, and his wife, bolding her little in- 
fant. He cursed the men, and called them 
“damned cowards,”’ and swore that they should 
never have the pleasure of killing him. He 
came very near making good his word, An old 
case knife had been placed in the cell for the ac- 
commodation of Mrs. Gridley. The hus- 
band, made desperate by his surround- 
ings, seized this knife, and cut 
two frightful gashes upon his neck; the instru- 
ment, however, was s0 dull that mortal wounds 
could not be inflicted with it. 

The scene was now beginning to be more hor- 
rible. The men on the outside were furious and 
determined to execute the prisoner before the 
dawn of day. The iron lattlee-work was all that 
checked the work. Gridley, on the inside, was 
armed with a knife and had already inflicted 
two large wounds upou himself. The wife and 
child sercamed at the top of their voices, and 
made the scene hideous with their cries. The 
blood streamed all over the floor, and at any mo- 
ment the infuriated prisoner might slay the wife 
and child, A man driven to desperation will at- 
tempt anything, and the mob seeing his condi- 
tion, raised their guns to the lattice-work 
and fired eight shots, each of which 
entered the breast of the prisoner and 
killed him instantly. Soon afterwards the keys 


were found, the door opened and the body re- 


moved from the 

The mob immediately dispersed, and none of 
the participants have been recognized since. 
Judgé Abbett, who was made a prisoner early in 
the action, says the whole affair was conducted 
orderly, and that he was treated very kindly. 
The Judge was released soon afterwards. Sev- 

eral state that their lives were un- 
safe while Gridley lived.

THE POOR MAN’S TREASURY. 


Meeting of the People’s Building and 
Lean Association Last Nicht— 
Its Object and Mode of 

Operation. 


A Chance for the Workingman.

The People's Building and Loan Association 


met last evening in regular session in the ladies’ 
varlor of the Masonic Temple. 


The object of the meeting was to receive the 


. dues and elect officers for the ensuing year. At- 


ter the payments had been made by the mem- 
bers present the Secretary, Jas. D. Mankin, read 
his report, showing the association to be ia an 
excellent condition. 

This association now numbers over one hun- 
dred members, most all of whom own the houses 
they livein. Seven hundred and fifty shares 
have been sold, which amounts to $150,000, The 
rest of the shares are rapidly being taken up, 
Twenty-five hundred dollars’ worth were sold 
last night; and, after a few remarks by the presi- 
dent, the association adjourned. 

This association was organized in April, 1871, 
the first payments being made in May, and the 
institution chartered. 

The object of this society is for the mutual 
benefit of the workingman. Their motto is, 
Labor with diligence, live with frugality, and 
save with judgment. 

This mutual system“ was introduced into the 
United States about the year 1840, and has oper- 
sted with great success in the cities of the North, 
and particularly in Philadelphia and Boston. 

The plan is to save and increase the spare 


money of the working classes. The association . 


is composed of one class of stockholders, and 
its assets or property is represented by stock; 
its original capital is derived from the monthly 
installments or dues paid on account of stock 
by the holders thereof, and the source 
of profit on the investment of this 
stock by means of which the association 
is enabled to work out the ultimate value 
of $200 per share in a given time (from 
eight to twelve years) is loaning the dues 


and profits, as they accumulate from month to 


month, to such of the stockholders as may, 
under the rules, borrow the same. 

The sources of profit are: First, the premium 
deducted from the loan on taking it; second, in- 
terest upon the loan, which is paid monthly dur- 
ing its continuance; third, fines charged upon 
dues and interest upon them when in arrears 
These three items of profit are largely increased 
by the monthly compounding of interest upon 
them, as well as upon the monthty dues, which are 
added together at the end of the year, on settle- 
ment of the books, and, after deducting the year's 
expenses, the total balagee is divided by the 
number of shares in the hands of stockholders. 
This abows what the profita on each share have 
been for the year just closed. This, added again 
to the dues paid in, and to the profits during pre- 
vious years, shows the actual value of the stock 
at the close of any given year. The process is 
repeated at the close of each year, until the ac- 
oumulated dues and profits will divide to every 
share the sum of two hundred dollars. 

The assets with which the association pays to 
each stockholder two hundred dollars for each 
share he holds are composed of two items, vik. : 
Mortgages given by borrowers, and caah in hand 
at the time the final result is reached. The time 
required for etock to reach its ultimate value of 
two hundred dollars per share is regulated by 
the amount of profits made each year. If no 
profite were realized. and the dues paid mont u- 
ly without lending them out to borrowers, of 
course it would take two hundred months, or 
eixteen years. to make up the two hundred dob 


lars. 

It must be borne in mind that this “mutual 
system was organized by working men for their 
benefit, to enable them to save in small sums as 
their wages are received, so that while they in- 
vest these small sums they can at once begin to 
receive the benefit of an equal portion of all the 
profits on the sum invested, by lending it to their 
felow-members, and not to have to await the 
slow and profitless process of sccumulating a 
large sum before finding an investment for it. It 
is a system requiring .a certain period of time, 
certain eombinations, and the united and har 
monious action of its mambers to work out its 
results.

Goods Without App praisement—First 
Consignment Under the New Law. 

Yesterday the first lot of goods imported under 
the law of last July was received in Louisville, 
consigned to Dora Schultz, on Fourth street. It 
was brought to the city on the cars of the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch Transportation Company from 
New York, This is the beginning of what is 
donbtless destined to be an extensive business. 
The regulations of this company for the trags- 
portation of bonded goods are admirabie, and as 
soon as our merchants fully understand the 
simplicity of the arrangements we doubt not the 
importetion of foreign merchandise will be ex- 
clusively bgAbis means. It offers special advan- 
tages. It is much more expeditious. It avoids 
the annoyances and extortions of the customs 
officials at the seaboard. It secures the invoices 
from the danger of breakage from repacking. 

We understand that this lot of goods was 
brought directly from the ship te the cars of the 
Merchants’ dispatch, and there was not more 
than two or three hours’ delay in getting all the 
papers through the New York custom-house, 
Another lot, on which the payment of duty at 
New York had been directed, had been in this 
country since early in August, and has not yet 
passed the custom-house. Other cities in the 
West have already commenced to import heavily 
under this arrangement, and our merchants will 
hardiy be behind them in an enterprise of so 
much importance to themseiyes. Goods can be 
imported equally well from Boston,and small 
packages can be brought as well as large ones. 
Goods being received directly from the vessel by 
carmen authorized by this company, or on bond- 
ed lighters, for immediate transfer to cars 
owned by the company, the delay and expense of 
examination, warehouse charges, extra cartage, 
hauling and insurance are avoided. 

Important advantages and saving of time are 
secured by this arrangement.

Spec- 
ulators and moneyed men go there, look over 
the vast wilderness of ashes, and go away paral- 
yzed. Noone offers to buy or offers to sell. The 
West Side, pf course, receives immense benefit 
from the loss of the other portion of the city. 
The price of buildings of every character, either 
in leasing or selling, jumped hundreds per cent. 
in sixty hours. A large hotel on the South Side, 
lately completed, and without «a tenant, was 
offered in vain before the fire for $50,000. The 
proprietors of the Sherman House were glad to 
pay $200,000 for it after the fire. 

men generally have located their of- 
fices in their private residences, where they have 
been spared, a shingle indicating their where- 
abouts being posted on the ruing of their stores. 
To move about intelligently in the waste of 
ashes, a map is necessary to the stranger and 
to many of the old citizens, the landmarks hay- 
ing vanished in the wholesale obliteration of 
thousands of houses and hundreds of blocks.
